The long, wearysome trial of the Heatl 


case is drawing to a closo und the re- 
porters — short hand and newspaper — 
are not sorry for it whether the publi 
is or not. 


The evidence was substantially all in 


yesterday by noon with the exception 
of one foreign witness, who will appea 
tine morning, after which the argumen 
ol the easo will begin, and probably wil 
be concluded this week. There was 
some talk yesterday of limiting the ar 
guments to some stipulated length o 
time, but no announcement wits-made 
that such would bo the case. 


Mrs. Palmer was borne into court .on 


y. cot again and further testimony was 
taken in which.ahe corrected statements 
made at her former trial, mid evidence 
was offered in contradiction thereof. 
Evidence wag also submitted tending to 
corroborate that given by Judge Harris 
and also that of E. J. Boland. 


MORNISli SESSION. 


jMrg. Cora Palmer, recalled, stated 


that her evidence as reported was incor- 
rect, in that it made her say that E. J. 
Boland was her husband at the time the 
murder was committed and when she 
brought him into the train. What she 
intended to say was that he had been 
her husband ; that she had been divorced 
and was having trouble with him. 


She testified that sho went to Uakera- 


iield to livo with her husband on Febru- 
ary 27, 181)2, and returned to Fresno 
May 1, 1892. 
That after that date 


Boland was at the ranch. Sho remem- 
bered that P. K. Peck was there at 
Boland'H. request some time in June. 


She staled that the Mrs. Minncard 


that eiic spoke of was from San Fran- 
cisco and wits about 3$ to 35 years of 
age, tall and above medium size and 
strong and healthy. She had read in 
the papers of the death of this lady and 
eupliosud sho was the one. 


On cross-examination she stated that 


she had had no regular nurse until sliu 
oune in to testify in thiticasu. That the 
neighbors had brought her things to cat; 
her son hud done the cooking except 
Bonus little dainties she had cooked for 
herself. She was not able to walk about 
the honst!, but had her beil buside llio 
stove. 


Sho had been visited at her boarding 


hoiifii1, at Captain Sclleck's, by Mra. 
McWhirtur, Mrs, Dr. PeardortT, Messrs. 
Johnson, Short-, Stilwcll, DiiiBinorc, P. 
K. ]'ed{, McFurlitne ami a man nhu did 
not know. She did not know that or- 
ders had been given to let no one BUO 
her on behalf of tlio defense.

told witness she wanted to advertise for 
a place. Witness asked her to KO out to 
the ranch with her as she was in need 
of a woman, and she went out with her 
and she staid there a short time. This 
was the woman altc told about finding 
the handkerchief. 


AVitnesa also knew Mrs. Minyard who 


died at. the hospital in May, 1892. Sho 
camped on my place in 1891; had a 
large family; never visited her at tho 
hospitnl ; one of the hoys did chorea for 
me. Witness denied that she was the 
woman site referred to, or that she had 
paid Mrs. Fred Ward $10, owing to tho

She then naked wil 
ness if lie was not in sympathy wit, 
the defense in the Heath case, and IK 
said he was; that the evidence agains 
him was circumstantial. She said sh 
believed he was guilty, and asked 
"How about this handkerchief?" am 
with a tittle laugh added, "I could go 
on and make a fortune out of it."

Did not BOO or hear Judge 
Hirris there that night; he was not ai 
breakfast next morning. Witness took 
breakfast there and named those pres- 
ent—Mrs. Ledsinger, her two boys and 
the hired girl, Katie Birch. 


When he went home Harris Ledsingor 


went with him; he first heard of the 
murder at home; ho did not hear Judge 
Harris on the premises that night; 
icard no one enter, nor any hack drive 
up, nor any one talk outside the house. 


Mrs. 0. A. Ledsintfer testified that 


she was a copyist in the county record- 
er's ollice at the time of the murder, 
md was occupying Judge Harris' house ; 
icr family consisted of her two sons 
and the domestic, Katie Birch. 


Between 10 and 11 o'clock Sunday 


night Judge Harris stopped in and said 
ie would spend the night with Terry. 
She then locked the front door; oxaui- 
ncd Judge Harris bed room and locked 
t and retired.

She did not wakoupduring the night;

Thousands of Coke AVorkers 


on Strike.

Thirty Killed and Many Wounded 


Prominent .South Carolina Citi-

IhcioXTowN .April 4.— Itioting in the 


coke region began early this morning 
and during the last twelve hours nine 
men have ueon killed. Unless the mili- 
tary interferes the dead will bo counted 
by scores tomorrow. 


UXIONTOWN, Pa., April 4. — The wai 


between strikers and workmen is on in 
earnest. A number of serious outbreaks 
are reported. 
Andy Miller, a Hun- 


garian, was attacked by fifty rioters and 
horribly beaten with clubs and stones 
and will not live. Trotter is tho scene 
of the wildest disorder. Nearly (iOO 
Hungarians 
camped there and took 


possession of the company's grounds. 
The mob, joined by 2000 men from New 
Haven, armed with guns, iron bars, 
:»icks and stones, started northward to 
a region where 4000 men are at work and

Fifteen shots were flred 
jy deputies, when the rioters retired. 
One striker was mortally wounded. The 
riotcra are preparing for another attack 
ind deputies are being sworn, armed 
and instructed to shoot to kill.

"We 
women strove to encourage each other 
and to perform tho light duties which 
were assigned to us, such us conveying 
orders to the batteries, supplying tho 
men with provisions, especially cups of 
coffee, which we prepared day and night.

Adaptations of the circle to different 
parts of tht; garh feminine are still very 
popular. Single, double and triple cir- 
cle basques dispute favor successfully 
with all attempts to revive tho old style 
of hnstjuo cut in one with the waist. 
The "Salisbury" has a circle basque 
with tho trimminc; nrranged to ^ive 
the effect of three, and tho circle effect 
is still carried out in the epaulets which 
surmount the sleeve puffs. Tho model 
is suitable for all seasonable dress fab- 
rics, and is moat effective if two materi- 
als be need for it. It can be simplified 
by the omission of one or two pieces of ' 
tho epaulets or by leaving them off 
til together, also tho rovers. 


Half of the pattern is given in four- 


teen pieces: Front, outer front, side 
Kore, side form, back, circle skirt, collar, 
revers, three epaulets and three pieces 
of the sleeve. The holes at the back of 
tho skirt niece denote a box plait to be 
laid on the outside. Place the upper 
edges of the epaulets to the row of holes

across the shoulder. Gather the sleeve- 


pufl nt the top between tbo holes, und at the bottom, and place the lower 
edce to the row of holes across the sleeve.

Out the fronts, side gores, ride forma and back pieces lengthwise and with the 


holes which designate the waist line placed exactly crosswise on the goods, 
Cut tho circle basque with the front edges of the pattern placed lengthwise on 
the goods ; the epaulets bias down the middle of cadi piece; the revers length- 
wise on the longer outer edge ; the sleovo puffs bias, and Uie sleeves bins below 
the elbows. 
Before cutting the goods bo careful to read "Directions for Gutting" printed 


on the envelope. 


34 and 36 bust measure will require four yards of goods 24 incites wide and 


three-quarters of a yard of velvet. 


38 and 40 bust measure will require four and a quarter yards ot goods 24 


inches wide and three-quarters of a yard of velvet.
